Mr. Keely, who was 
present, said that he wished to register 
a vigorous protest against this system 
of numbering. He thought First street 
| should be made a divisional point. This 
! was a natural divisional point, as the 
city east and west of First street was 
laid out by different surveys. It was 
absurd to start in the east end and 
work west, as when they came to First 
street the numbers would have to be 
started afresh. Mr. Kinniard said that 
the intention was to start from Gov- 
ernment avenue and work west and 
east from there. 

Ald. Latta said that if the numbering 
were started at Government avenue and 
worked west, it would mean two start- 
ing points, as the city was bound to 
extend beyond Government and when 
First street was reached it meant an- 
other start. 

Engineer Keely said that First street 
was the natural division and as the 
city divided there on different surveys 
and when the city extended east the 
eastern survey would be continuous. 
Therefore if the city took Government 
avenue as the starting point and the 
city extended beyond that they would 
have a repetition of the same numbers
